Death of Gladstone. 


Hawarden, May &.—England's grand 


old man and the world's advocate of 
iberty is no more. William E. Gladstone 
passed away this morning shortly after 
dawn.

He had been unconscious practically 


all day, theugh at times he seemed to 
recognize for a moment some of the 
watchers about him. Certainly he did 
recognize his wife, who was beside him 
all day except when the physician pre- 
vailed upon her to rest. She tenderly 
clasped her husband's hand as she 
watched him. Apparently he slept a 
good deal; and occasionally he uttered. 
a few words in an incoherent, dreamy 
f. ay, words which those who were Watch- 
ing were unable to catch, their only 
consolation was that he was not suffer- 
ing pain. No narcotics were adminis- 
tered. 


At 4 a. m. it was learned Mr. Glad- 


stone wqs on the very brink of the 
grave. All the family had met m his 
room. They included his frail and worn 
wife, clasping the belaved hand; Helen 
Gladstone, Herbert and Henry Glad- 
-stone, the Rev. Stephen Gladstone, Mrs.

THE FIRST COTTON MILL. 


Washington's Diary Places Its Location 


In IVlaiuachuietti. 


Several diSerent towns in the United 


States claim the unique distinction of hav- 
ing erected the fink American cotton mill, 
but from the best information that can be 
obtained it seems that the credit properly 
belongs to the town of Beverly, Mass. 


The circumstances leading up to this 


discovery ma; be of interest to our read- 
ers. 
Some years ago Mayor Hantoul ol 


Salem, Mass., was invited to Pawtucliot, 
R. I., to attend the centennial exercises 
held at that place in commemoration oi 
the opening of the famous Slater mill. In 
eunding oat invitations to this centennial 
event tha owners of tha mill claimed it to 
be the first establishment ot its kind ever 
erected in the United States. For eome 
reason Mayor Hantoul was nnable to be 
present at the exercises; but, being deeply 
interested in historical researches, he de- 
cided at his leisura to investigate the 
claims of the Pawtuoket mill owners. 
This investigation led to the discovery 
that the old cotton mill at Beverly, Mass., 
whioh was burned down in 1888, had been 
in operation for several years prior to the 
establishment of the mill at Pawtucket, 
and that no loss a witness than Genera! 
Washington himself could be cited in con 
firmation of the fact. 
It seams that Gen 


eral Washington, while on a tour of the 
Now England states in 1789, made a tisit 
to the old Beverly cotton mill and was so 
impressed with the novelty of the spectacle 
that ho devoted sevnral pages of his diarj 
to its description. This old diary la stil 
to bo fonnd among General Washington's 
papers. 


As tho rewBMhea of Mayor Hantou 


seemed to settle the matter beyond all con 
troversy the residents of Beverly, Mass., 
caused a handsome tablet to be erected on 
the site of the old mills, commemoratin( 
tbe establishment of the flrst enterprise o 
its kind evor inaugurated in the TJnltec 
States.— jyttsburg Dispatch.

NEW WAR SCENES MINGLED WITH 


HISTORIC MEMORIES. 


Impressive Appearance of tbe Colored 


Tw«aty-n/lh Regiment—Superior Dl*» 
olpllM and Honorable Keoord—New Op- 
portunities V»r Our ncatl** tteaeratl.

CHICKAMAUSA PARK, May 9.— When

1805, it seemed as

r and war scenes for the rtiat of tha 


lifetima of those of us who had survived 
;he storm of battle. Since then we have 
bad military pageants and reviews and 
musters of armed men accompanied by 
;ba mimicry of war, but not until now 
lias there boon aroused in veteran cam- 
paigners thf> eld fanliag that we ore IB 
Eh a midst of war. 
And with all the 


waving of flags, tbo beat of drums, tbe 
movement of troopa in the east and 
along tho routo I had not found it diffi- 
cult to Itaep a civilian equipoise uojil I 
struck tbe martial oamp of tba United 
States regulars in this battlefield en- 
campment. 


Tha camp is here now solely for the 


reason that this ground was once tba 
scene of a terriblo battle, yet it is not 
that alone which makes tha atmosphere 
BO warlike today. 
It is the soldiers 


themselves and their martial carriage 
and air and ways, irrespective of brass

buttons and bunting. 
A camp of the 


regulars anywhere and at any time is 
warlike; everything is so grimly method- 
ical. All that there is to see and to hear 
denotes the profession of arms. 


Today as I started 
from 
General 


Brooke's headquarters on Thomas' old 
battleground to cross the park to the 
famous Widow Glenn field,, where tba 
Twenty-fifth colored regiment pitched 
its camp, I rejoiced that although I was 
in a park there were no warnings post- 
ed about, "Keep off tbe grass." But 
my short cut was cut short tbe moment 
I struck tbe intervening Dyer field, 
V?here the main body of the regulars is 
encamped. Seeing an open space be- 
tween the stables and tents of a battery, 
I coolly walked on as though to cross 
it, bat instantly a soldier armed with a 
saber halted me and with a sweep of 
bis blade through the air motioned ine 
back. A camp of regular troops any- 
where, in peace as well as in war, is f or- 
biddon ground for outsiders. Rules are 
different in tha -easy going militia 
camp. Taking a roundabout course, I 
reached Camp Boyuton to find the col- 
ored troops at drill, nettled over the re- 
minder of my military rnstiness, a feel- 
ing which increased when I saw soldiers 
with black faces performing better evo- 
lutions than I ever saw in wartime and 
doing it to commands I did not under- 
stand. Part of the time tbe commands 
were given by the new system of bugle 
signals, whioh the inventor, Colonel A. 
S. Bnrt of the Twenty-fifth, was test- 
ing for field use. 


The soldiers of .the Twenty-fifth are 


proud of their colonel, and be is proud 
of his command. Whan asked if tbe 
colored troops will fight, he simply re- 
fers to their record in the civil war, 
then says, "Look at them and judge for 
yourself." There is really no compari- 
son between the colored men in arms bare 
and those seen at tha front in the war. 


It is 20 years since colored Troop 


of tbe Ninth cavalry, now encamped 
here, dashed through the lines of hos- 
tile Utes on White river and rescued 
Major Thornbnrgh's command from 
massacre. Every horse in the troop was 
killed. On tha breasts of the men here 
are to be seen medals won in that fa- 
mods action. General John B. Brooke, 
oommattder of the troops here, although 
well known oq the plains, will ba bet- 
ter remembered by eastern war veter 
ans than those of western armies. Ha 
it was who at tha storming of Marye's 
Heights seized a knoll within r,0 yards 
of tbe stone wall and staid thc-ro with 
a shattered regiment after t'he rest of 
the army bad been slaughtered or re- 
pulsed. 


In many respects this is an ideal camp 


ground. It is within 400 miles of tha 
coast east and aontb, ia high and roll- 
ing and supplied with water from . re- 
si un wells. Tbe ground is well laid unt 
and provided with fine roads. Tha col- 
ored camp is around Roseorans' former 
headquarters, and that ground, with 
the fields between it and Brooke's head- 
quarters, occupied by tbe batteries and 
cavalry, was the scene of fighting in 
which tha rigbt Federal wing was 
crushed while attempting to cross over 
and join Thomas on the historic ridge. 
That tbia ia ancient history I waa re- 
minded today while crossing the park. 
Noticing some laborers clearing a spot 
of ground, I learned that they were pre 
paring to set op a memorial to the Geor- 
gia Confederates who fell at Ohioka- 
tnauga. Snob an incident in a national 
park alive with national troops makiag 
winrty for w*r nhnwa thst we live seder 
a new order of things.

A FAMOUS DUEL. 


Th» Fatal M>«tlnr Between Two of Amer- 


ica's Mont Noted Naval Heroes. 


On March 23, 1820, was fought one of 


the most memorable duels in the annals 
of tu*e United States. Commodore Decatur 
and Commodore Barrou n*et on the fatal 
field near Eladonsburg that day. Both 
purtloipnnta wore wotirulod, Deuatur mor- 
tally, dying within a few hours after tho 
encounter. 
Tbe causes whloh led to tho j 


ill fenlln(? between these two naval heroes ' 
have no\er been accurately determined, I 
but it is generally supposed that Dooatur'a 
harsh criticism of Barren on account of 
the latter not returning from abroad to j 
t$ko port in the war brought about tho 
i 


breach. Certain It IK that Desatur's words 
were repeated to Barron, and a correspond- 
ence between tbe two ensued, which prob- 
ably resulted in tho challenge. The im- 
pending dual was kept a profound secret, j 
Only a few of tho most intimate friends of 
the respective participants had even an I 
inkling of it. 
Docuturwas tho first to ar- I 


rive upon the scene. Ho was accompanied \ 
by Commodores Kodgors and Porter and 1 
several othor friends. 
Barron arrived a I 


few minute^ later. The combatants bowed ' 
stiffly to cai'h other and stood waiting tor ' 
their fiiomls to measuro off tllo ground ' 
and make the flnnl arrangements. 
| 


"I hope, 8>ir," said Burron aa they took I 


their places, "that when we meet in an- j 
other world wo shall be better friends than I 
we have been in this." 
] 


Deoatur is .said to bave haughtily re- ] 


garded his achersarj a moment and then j 
replied: 


"Sir, I have never been your enemy." 
A moment later tho word was given and 


two shots rang out simultaneously. Bar- 
ton fell al.-r.ost immediately. Deoatur 
straightened himself, but tho pistol fell 
from his grasp and in a moment he was 
upon the preen sword, writhing in agony. 
He was raised by his friends and carried 
nearer tho road, where Barron was lying. 


"I wish I bad fallen in the service of my 


country," Deoatur muttered. Whereupon 
Barron looked up. 


"Everything has been conducted most 


honorably," he said. 


Then, turning bis eyes upon Decatur: 
"I ana mortally wounded. Commodore 


Deoafrur, I forgive you from the bottom of 
ffiy heart." 


As Doaatur was being lifted into a cur- 


fiajgo 
Bainbridgo, whom Deoatur had 


once rescued from a Moorish prison, stoop- 
ed down and kissed his cheek. 


With his head upon Rodgers' shoulder, 


and in company with a physician, Decatur 
was driven slowly back to the city and 
carried into bis residence on Lafayette 
•qunre, where he died a few hours after- 
ward. 


The news of the duel spread like •wild- 


fire through the city. The following day 
John Randolph offered consolatory resolu- 
tions in congress, which, however, •were 
promptly objected to, and the press rigor- 
ously denounced the practice of dueling. 


Barron ultimately recovered from bis 


injury, but it is said the memory ot tbe 
fatal duel darkened his life ever afterward. 
Be lived until the year 1S51 and had 
charge of several vessels. At his own re- 
quest be was court martialed upon tbe 
charges mado against him by Decatur and 
exonerated.—Washington Star.

Hew Ideas In Trimming nad Ornamenta- 


tion For All Sort* of Garment*. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, May a.—So many new 


devices are being brought forward toi 
tho trimming and ornamentation of all 
sorts of garments that it takes a lively 
pen to koop track of them all. There is 
a new kind of braid which is round like 
a cord, and this is offered in white and 
Hack besides all the season's colors and 
tints. The colors are put upon garments 
If the same color, but generally in one 
nr two different shades. The designs are 
as many as there iiro persons to wear 
;hcm. Tbut most often seen is arabesque 
and also vermicelli. Some of these cords 
are wider and slightly flattened and 
wired cm tha inside. ^\Vhen they are 
sewed on a garment, thay can be 
Drought into striking effects not obtain- 
able without the wiring. It goes •with- 
out saying that washable goods caunot 
have wired braid. 


A very rioh effect is obtained by hav- 


ing rows of thio wired round braid 
with a row of narrower at- each side iu 
the same color. Some of the white and 
black wired braids are from half to 
three-quarters of an inch wide. This is 
particularly well adapted to the -wide 
revers and sailor collars. The applica- 
tion of this trimming is not confined to 
any one style. One can have it np and 
down, straight around, in zigzags and 
in all sorts of floral patterns and ara- 
besques. Black mohair braids in titan 
or hercnles weave aro very much liked 
arid°,form an elsgaut and unobtrusive 
but rich garniture. On many handsome 
tailor gowns the only trimming is one 
or two rows of one of these braids in 
wide widths. In the sailor and tennis 
suits where the collar is trimmed with 
white braid the vest at the opening is 
trimmed with many rows of very nar- 
row red braid or black and the vest is of 
white even where the suit itself is 
white. White duck and canvas and 
crash are all made for tennis suits, the 
brqid trimming giving them their dis- 
tinction. Belts are made of cloth to 
match the braid in color. There are 
woven military belts just now, with 
great buckles looking more like those 
seen on a harness than things for dainty 
woman. There are new shaped hats 
called "cavalry" made of gray braid 
and trimmed with cords and gilt acorns. 
A new touch is given to some of the 
tailor capes which makes them belong 
to the cavalry hats. 


One of the new ideas is where ribbed 


silk is cut en the bias and made into 
narrow rnchea not over half an inch 
wide. They are put on a waist or other 
garment in fancy arabesque or loose 
scroll designs, the edge having one row 
of narrow gold or silver cord. The effect 
is very rich and beautiful. Sometimes 
five or six rows of this trimming are 
sewed up and down on a vest or blouse, 
and nothing can surpass the elaborate 
appearance it gives. This ruffling or 
ruching, as it may be called, can be 
purchased ready made in any color. 


On silk and other fine gowns and sep- 


arate waists one finds double ruches of

illusion, never more than an inch wide, 
with a row of gold cord in the center. 
On skirts of rich material for reception 
or evening there are figures made by 
puffs of tulle or chiSon. ^Ehey are sew- 
ed to the silk and gold oord, embroidery 
or very fine gilt beads are used to out- 
line the design and bide the seam. This 
ia very graceful and pretty, but not very 
durable. Vests of white satin are made 
to wear with the fine skirts. These are 
beautifully 
embroidered 
with gold 


thread and delicately tinted silks. They 
close with 'small gold buttons and have 
handsome cravat bowa of fine lace. The 
test of the bodice may or may not be 
separate. I saw two or three basques in- 
tended to be worn with such a vest. 
One was of royal blue velvet, edged 
with a narrow silver embroidery. The 
general design of this garment recalled 
the Louis XV coat. 


While there are tight coat and even 


jersey sleeves there are also many loose, 
roomy ones with plaits at the top, aud 
the bishop sleeve with rather deep cuffs 
is quite popular, even for very fine 
fabrics. Tailor gowns as a general rule 
have closer sleeves than any other, but 
even they are stiffened at the top. There 
was a handsome suit in'oneof the swell 
establishments. It was of a very light 
tan shade of broadcloth with the satiny 
French finish. The skirt was open at 
the left side over a panel of brown rep 
silk. The edges were trimmed with a 
triple ruching of the brown silk. 


The double skirt is seen in various 


forms. One unusual and yet pleasing 
idea was wrought out in a dark green, 
whipcord tailor costume. The lower 
skirt was quite plain. The upper one 
bad a rounded tablier front, joined to 
the rounded backs by a strap and but- 
tons. The edges of this tunic overskirt 
Wbl'd stiUiicu Oioooly iu luUi luVvo. TLd 
bodice was in form of a postilion 
basque out rounding in front to show a 
white eatin vest with revers of the 
game. The high collar waa also of the 
white satin. The vest and revws were 
wrought with black and gold soutache. 
It made an unusually pretty costumo.

cate that tho printing and binding facil- 
ities of New York are superior to those 
of her sister cities. Boston, with all her 
boasted bookisbness, makes but a poor 
showing in comparison. She has a pal- 
try 61 books to her credit. Chicago 
comes trailing along with 28, while 
Philadelphia can show only 12. 


Of course the bulk of these are works 


of fiction. It is interesting, bowever, to 
note tbe.kind. It may please many a 
reader to learn that the signs point to a 
speedy relief from the epidemic of kail- 
yard stories. The canny Scot has bad 
ilia day. Bis vowel depleting dialect 
will soon cease to trouble the types. Its 
place is to be. taken by the novel of ad- 
venture — not the old school adventure, 
understand, where the hero dragged the 
heroine off to the borderlands of civi- 
lization to find a fitting theater for bis 
heroics. 


No, the new style, of which Richard 


Harding Davis may be eaid to be the 
chief exemplar, keeps its hero strictly 
down to date, in touch with the stock 
ticker and telegraph and moves him 
about iu evening dress a good part of 
the time. 


Paul Leicester Ford is one of the men 


•who can write the new novel as well 
as Riebard Harding Davis. His "Peter 
Stirling, ' ' although three years in print, 
is still one of tfae best selling books on 
the, market, and "The Story of an Un- 
told Love" is also one of the popular 
novels of the day. I suppose he is at 
work on another one, although when I 
asked him about it he resolutely de- 
clined to say so. For this I blame Hall 
Caine, who, with bis corps of "gentle- 
manly advance agents, " rather brought 
the author's announcement business in- 
to disrepute. "The Manxman" overdid 
it 


The man who created "Peter Stir- 


ling" haajbne of the best equipped liter- 
ary workshops to be found on thjs side 
of the water. His home is unassuming 
enough from the exterior, being one of 
the many substantial old residences to 
be found on Brooklyn Heights; but it 
contains at least one room which can- 
not be duplicated in any private house 
in Greater New York. 


This room is the library. It is not 


one of those fancifully decorated "dens" 
affected by tho dilettante pen wieldars. 
It is juet what it is meant to be, a lit- 
erary workshop. A well ordered and 
well kept workshop it is too. There is 
no litter of chips on the floor.

It is a great square room, 50 by «0

In the center of the library are two 
broad writing tables whose flat tops are 
heaped with books, manuscripts, proofs 
and other tools of the author's trade, 
Why two? Because Paul Leicester Ford 
is a historian as well as a novelist, and,' 
with the trainrag of an expert workman, 
he likes to keep his tasks separate* 


But if Mr. Ford refuses to talk about 


what he is doing now he is willing to 
touch on the books he has already pro- 
duced. He has settled one much disput- 
ed point — Grover Cleveland was not 
the original of Peter Stirling. 


"There are really many points of re- 


semblance, " ho say s, "but the fact is 
that Peter Stirling is no one in particu- 
lar. He grew out of my political ex- 
periences in the First ward of Brooklyn. 
I suppose I might say that be is a com- 
posite of the characteristics of f onr great 
American statesmen. I had in mind 
Washington, Lincoln and two others as 
I drew him, " which leaves ns almost 
as much in the dark as before.

"It sounds queer to any that locomotives 


bare their likes and dislikes," said a vet- 
eran engineer, "but it actually does seem 
sometimes as if they bad, and all the old 
time engineers believe it 
I've seen loco- 


motives when they acted as if they were 
human beings. They get the sulks and 
have balky streaks, and vrheu they're in 
such moods you can't nmko timo with 
them, do what you may. You might sny 
ic was the fault of the eugiDecfctbat such 
engines did not make their time, but I 
have known an good engineers as ever 
mounted a footboard who have been trans- 
ferred from locomotives placed in their 
hands to run because the locomotives 
would not make their time, but which 
tinder the hands-of another engineer nei- 
ther as skillful nor as experienced would 
uevor run behind. 


"Take" the case of Josh Martin and Gad 


Lyman, two of the early engineers on tba 
Erie railroad, arid neither of them without 
a superior in bis craft at that day. One 
time a new locomotive was turned out of 
a Paterson shop for the Erie, and Josh 
Martin wanted her the worst way. Ha 
ran on the Delaware division, from Port 
.Torvls to Susquehanna. The superintend- 
ent, 
though, wanted the locomotive for 


tho eastarn division, between Port Jervis 
and Piermont, and so he put her in charge 
of Gnd Lyinan. Gad ran her, or rather ho 
tried to run her, but she had made up her 
mind about something, and she wouldn't 
xnako nny kind of time for Gad. She 
would stall without provocation and aeted 
contrary generally. Gad tried her for a 
•wesk and then reported tho locomotive 
'No good,' and she was condemned to run 
the gravel train. She worked as balky 
and sulky as ever, though, and at last the 
superintendent ordered her to the scrap 
heap. 
"Josh Martin heard of the fato the loco- 


motive had been sentenced to, and he came 
down the road a-flying. 
He begged to 


have the engine, for he liked her, and said 
bo was sure she would do all right with 
him. The superintendent yielded to Josh's 
aopeal and told him to take the locomo- 
tive and give it a trial. Josh did so. Ho 
mounted the cab at Piermont and when 
he opened her up she went like a bird. 
She made the trip to Port Jorvis quicker 
than any locomotive had ever made it be- 
fore, and Josh Martin ran her for years on 
the Delaware division after that, and al- 
ways on time as easy as could be. That 
locomotive was the old 71, and she is re- 
membered yet by all the old engineers and 
is well known to the younger ones by the 
tradition of the road. 


"When Gad Lyman gave up that loco- 


motive because she wouldn't work under 
him, he was put in charge of another new 
locomotive. Tina locomotive was a favor- 
ite of President Loder of tho Erie. She 
behaved the best kind, and Gad was tio- 
kled all bnfc to deoth with her. When the 
date came round for opening the railroad 
through to Dunkirk, Gad and his locomo- 
tive were chosen for the distinction of 
pulling the first through train from tho 
Hudson to Lake Erie. The occasion was 
to be a historic one, and Gad vfras proud. 
But what did that locomotive do but just 
get the sulks. I don't know why. Neither 
did Gad. She did, thongh, and acted up 
EO outrageous that she was an hour be- 
hind schedule time when she jogged Into 
Port Jervis with the train only 70 miles 
from the start. Gad Lyman was the worst 
feeling man, I e'pose, that ever had a lo- 
comotive kick with him, and he felt worse 
yet whon be was ordered to take bis balky 
engine off and snw Josh Martin hook on to 
tho train with old 71 locomotive that Gad 
had turned in ns no good. Josh and old 
71 yanked the train through with bolls on. 


"And what do you think Gad Lyman'o 


feelings must havo been when he hooked 
on to another train to ran back to Pier- 
mont to find the engine that bad balked 
and sulked BO outrageously with him on 
what ought to have been the greatest trip 
on record jusfc tnrn in and let herself out 
BO cheerful and lively on tha way back 
that it was all Gad could do to bold her 
in? Now, how do you account for that? 
It IB true,.and a matter of record. 
Gad 


was so out up by this conduct of the loco- 
motive that he applied to have hex ex- 
changed for some other one, although she 
worked like a thoroughbred ever since the 
dny she refused to pull tho great pioneer 
through special. The company could not 
make the change that Gad wanted, and he 
refuied to run that locomotive any longer 
and quit the road. This locomotive was 
the 100. 


"Whon Gad gave bar op, she was placed 


in charge of Bill Lyinan, Gad's brother. 
Tbero wasn't) a better engineer on the road 
than Bill, and ho knew that make of loco- 
motive particularly, for he had worked in 
the shops and helped make 'em. But what 
did this rantankerous locomotive 100 do? 
She sulked with BUI from the time he 
took her. Sometimes ehe'd spurt a little, 
but if she did she made Tip for it by lag- 
ging worse than ever. Bill worried along 
with her for nearly a year, but she 
wouldn't work under him at all. One day 
in the spring of 1852 sho balked for cer- 
tain at Chester station, just as she waa 
pnlling ont with a train. Bill pounded her, 
for he was mad, but it seemed as if she 
actually shook her bead like an ugly 
horso. Bill socked it right on to her, and 
suddenly she gavo a spurt ahead exactly 
like tho quick start of a balky horse. Then 
everything roared and shook around that 
place for a second or two. Tho vicious old 
100 bad exploded her boiler. Sho tore and 
riddled herself frightfally, bnt the horror 
of it all w.-s that she bad killed poor Bill 
Lyman and his fireman. Gad Lyinan lived 
many years after that, bat he always re- 
gretted his abandoning of that locomotive, 
for he said that if be had sfc&ld by her 
there waa no doubt that sho wculd • have 
endod her days usefully and In peace and 
the awful tragedy of her ending would not 
have been."—New York Sun.

Addr>u«d the Senate In Tavor of the 


War Kuveiiua Hill. 


WaAlilngton, May 19.—In beginning his 


address on the bill for war revenue yes- 
terday, Senator Turple declared that it 
•was very easy to eay that the country 
was at war and that the congress must 
supply the money for its conduct; but 
this wan not the language of statesman- 
ship, it must be realized that depen- 
dence could not be placed upon the Ding- 
ley bill for war revenues, for the bill was 
not what its promoters had expected it 
would be. "It is an excrescence," Mr. 
Turpie said, "as it has always been an 
anomaly." Mr. Turple thought the tax 
on succession was one of the best fea- 
tures of the bill. It was a tax on ac- 
cumulation, while the tax on beer and 
tobacco waa a tax on consumption. The 
senator strongly urged the proposed tax 
on corporations, estimating that this 
provision would yield JIOO.000,000 and 
the inheritance tax $50,000,000 more. This 
would supply the amount necessary to 
be raised by taxation. The remaining 
$150,000,000 necessary could be raised by 
the coinage of the silver seigniorage 
and the issue of Jegral tender notes. The 
majority of the finance committee had 
deemed It wise to propose the coinage of 
the seignior? ge in deference to the 
tvisb.es of the 15,000,000 citizens who in the 
last national campaign had made evi- 
dent their desire for such coinage. The 
section of the bill providing for the issue 
of greenbacks was proposed by the ma- 
jority of tha committee as a substitute^ 
for the bond section of the bill as it came 
from tha house. He thought it oug-ht 
to be revised, and that the government 
should be provided with sufficient money 
to pay its expenses. Mr. Turpie said 
that the pending bill carried a provision 
for a basketful of certificates of indebt- 
edness in order to meet the deficiencies 
caused by the Dlngley law. The Demo- 
crats had been sharply criticised be- 
cause of the monthly deficiency of the 
so-called Wilson la-vy, but the Dingley 
law was showing similar deficits with- 
out criticism. Now it waa proposed in 
the pending war measure to take care 
of all the Dingley law deficits witiv the 
certificates of indebtedness.

Referring to the proposed issue of 


bonds, Mr. Turpie said he entertained 
a suspicion that the bond rider had been 
placed on tha pending bill voting- sup- 
plies to the government for the war in 
order to force those who were in favor of 
supporting the government to vote for 
it. The promoters of the scheme, he was 
satisfied, were convinced that the bond 
Issue could not stand on its own merits. 
They therefore had put it as a rider on 
this bill in order to place congress in 
durance. No man could excel him !n 
desirs to bring tha war to an honorable 
and auspicious conclusion, but he depre- 
cated the administration's resort to a 
bond Issue at a time when its "policy 
remains yet in the mystery of abayanee." 


Mr. Turpie turned his remarks upon 


the subject of the independence of the 
Cuban* The recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the Cubans, he said, had 
been promised, but where, he asked, waa 
that recognition? 
i 


Mr. Hale h«d risen and Mr. Turpi* de- 


clined to yield, but at this juncture he 
interjected the question, "And where Is 
the Cuban government?" 


Mr. Turpie paid no attention to this 


remark. Discussing the Monroe doc- 
trine, he declared he would as lief recede 
to Great Britain Staten island as he 
would recede to Spain any portion of 
Cuba. Every Shot fired from the days 
of Lexington &nd Concord to the days 
of Gettysburg and Appomattox had 
pointed to the present position of the 
United States fcssertingr our primacy in 
the new world. Bnaln had been the first 
and it would be the last to deny this 
primacy. 
He predicted 
undisputed 


triumph, and satd it would be more than 
a national victory; it would be a vic- 
tory of even-handed justice. 


Considerable progress was made in 


the reading of tlie bill, which Included, 
naturally, the consideration 
of the 


amendments proposed by the committee. 
Through the influence of Mr. Gorman 
(Dem., Md.) the imprisonment penalty 
was stricken out of some of the sections 
relating to violations of the stamp tax. 
After an extended debate, part of which 
occurred In secret legislative session, the 
conference report on the bill suspending 
certain parts of the existing law relat- 
ing to the purchase of supplies by the 
war department was adopted.

Hatred of This Country Displayed by 


a Spanish Mob, 


Refused to Load a British 


Vessel For America. 


Threatened to Kill the Crew and Destroy the 


Craft. 


Baltimore, May 19.—Captain Wood of 


a British steamship, which has arrived 
icre from Huelva, reports that he had 
an eventful experience in the Spanish 
port. 
He reached there April 22 to take- 


on a cargo of 3200 tons of sulphur for 
Baltimore. 
Public sentimffnt was run- 


ning big-h against America and Ameri- 
cans, and he gave it out that his cargo 
was destined for Rotterdam. 
He had 


loaded 2200 tons by April 27, when he 
thought it discrete to leave. 


"When the Spaniards found out 1 


was going- to the United States," gain 
Captain Wood, "they became wild wit* 
rase and refused to put another pound of 
cargo into the ship. A mob came doxvr. 
to tha dock and began rioting. 
The.-. 


were armed with sticks and stones, as 
well as biff Jtnives. 
They expressed 


hatred for Englishmen Just as much as 
for Americans and declared they would 
destroy my ship and all on board. 
I 


decided to get away as soon as possible. 


"I gave orfiere to get ready for sea and 


visited the Venezuelan consul, who rep- 
resents the Unted States government, to 
have my papers attested. 
I no sooner 


left the ship than a crowd began fol- 
lowing me, hooting and jeering. Ireached 
the Albion hotel, where the consulate 
Is located. 
The fast increasing mob 


gathered outside the hotel, and when 
they discovered I was in conversation 
with the consul of Venezuela they 
stormed the place.

Bell from Berlin to The Ladies' Home 
Journal. "The best seats are absurdly

say, f r; there together. Coming straight 
from 
• . from the theatrical, viva- 


cious, ..^i;;nsiastic French audiences, 
tbis first German audience seemed seri- 
ous, thoughtful, appreciative, but nn- 
enthusiastio. They use more judgment 
about applause than the French. They 
never interrupt a scene, or even a mu- 
sical phrase, witb misplaced applause. 
Their appreciation is slow, but hearty, 
and always worthily disposed. 
The 


French are given to exaggerating an 
emotion and to applauding an eccen- 
tricity. Even their subtlety is overdone. 
The German drama is cleaner, the fam- 
ily tie is made much of, sentiment is 
encouraged instead of being ridiculed, as 
it too often is in America, but the Ger- 
man point of view of Americans is quite 
as much distorted as the French. That 
statement is severe, but true. It would 
be utterly impossible for the American 
girl to be more exquisitely misunder- 
stood than by French and German men." 


Speed Not Great, bat They 
One Record Breaking Ron. 


Express trains In prance do not, aa a 


rule, attain such speed as is common In 
England or the United States, but French 
engineers are beginning to claim that they 
are in the race, if not winners. 


The distance from Paris to Amiens is 


131 kilometers, and tbp Mediterranean- 
Calais does the distance in 1 hour £5 min- 
utes. The French claim that this and the 
Empire State express are tbe two fastest 
regular trains in the world. 


They hn,ve evidently not heard of the 


Atlantic City express, which runs dally 
from Cam den in summer at tbe actual 
rate after crossing the ferry of better than 
a mile a minute—68 miles in 53 minutes. 
This is probably the fastest regular run in 
the world. The rcgulaV run of the Em- 
pire State express, New York to Buffalo, 
averages 63.98 miles an hour, but it is a 
much longer distance, with steeper grades. 


A kilometer is 0.62187 of a mile. The 


distance traversed by tbe French train in 
1 hour 9S minutes is, therefore, only 81.40 
noiselessly over | miles, which is covered at the rate of 57.41 


Interesting Germ Study. 


Some remarkable observations on the 


longevity of germs in dust bave been 
made by Dr. Miquel, a French biologist. 
In 1881 some earth was taken from a 
depth of ten inches and was found to 
contain 6,500,000 microbes per gram. 
It was then dried for two days in a tem- 
perature of 80 degrees centigrade, when 
it was found that the number had de- 
creased to about 4,000,000 per gram. 
The dust was then hermetically sealed 
and put away in a dark corner of the 
laboratory. On opening the tubes after 
a lapse of 16 years it was found that the 
dirt still contained 8,500,000 microbes 
per gram. 
From the surviving bac- 


teria the tetanus microbe was isolated, 
and so wor.dcrful was its vitality that 
it catsed dcntli in guinea pigs after an 
inoubation period of two days.

In January of that year Sir John 
Moore, at Coruna, won his fatal victory 
over the French with flintlock muskets. 
All the arts of modern life were still in 
the rudimentary stages.

a letter 300 miles, and in the United 
States 17 cents for the same service. 
The--e was 'not an iron barred tramway 
on the face of the globe. Men hoped to 
fly throush the air, but had no expec- 
tation of being propelled by steam. In 
that year, after his sixty-sixth ascen- 
sion, died Francois Blanchard, first aero- 
naut to cross the English channel. In 
the farm sheds of the world there was 
perhaps not a single plow with iron or 
steel moldboard. The harvest hands m 
the wheatfields of all countries from Po- 
land to the Alleghanies cut their grain 
with sickles. The most rapid transit on 
the earth or sea was the sailing vessel 
and that might be surpassed in speed 
by race horses. 
"Man's knowledge of nature was only 
rudimentary. 
Uranus was then tue 


outside member of the solar system. 
The first four aateroids had been dls- 
•overeJ in the ten preceding- years. Sir 
Humphry Davy was just recovering 
from the nervous fever with which he 
was prostrated on his discovery of so- 
dium and potassium. The greatest tel- 
escope of the world was the 20 foot re- 
flector' of the elder Herschel.

Fraunhofer, in the,lnstitute of Munich. 
was experimenting with his lenses cinfl 
prisms, trying to- analyze the solar 
spectrum. 
The social and domestic life of man- 


kind was equally far away. In Great 
Britain the system of servitude was 
still protected. Only a year before the 
slave trade in the United"' States had 
been openly practiced by the merchants 
of Boston under the constitution. In 
the home life of England the right of 
husbands to whip their wives as freely 
as they might whip their slaves was 
denied by a few scoffers who had no 
influence_. 
In the political state Of the world his- 


tory had appointed France and France 
had appointed Napoleon to lead a revo- 
lutionary storming party against the 
ancient order in Europe. The European 
countries were crouching down close to 
the walls, hoping that the storm might 
pass and that they might again emerge 
to sit on thrones and hunt in parks and 
gather "beauty of doubtful reputation 
into courts where fashion reigned and 
virtue was not even remembered. 


" In our own country the third Vir- 
ginian president had in the preceding 
spring come to the chief magistracy of 
the young republic. Our brief federal 
ascendency had yielded to a moderate 
democracy impersonated in Madison 
and his secretary of state. HaTnilton 
was five years dead. Henry Clay was 
leader of the house. The elder Adams 
was contributing to the Boston Patriot 
letters in defense of his policy while 
president. Children born on the day of 
the death of Washington were com- 
pleting their tenth year. Pitt and Fox 
were three years dead. On the 6th of 
July Napoleon fought his great battle 
of Wagrarn and dn the 16th of Decem- 
ber he divorced Josephine. 


It was under these conditions and 


these stars that William E. Gladstone 
was born. His life line has been drawn 
lengthwise through the century, but 
other great .lines are there also. Glad- 
stone did not come or go alone. 
The 


year 1809 was as conspicuous for its 
human products as had been that for- 
tieth preceding year whieh brought into 
being the two world conquerors, Hum- 
boldt and Bonaparte. 
The planetary 


tug was powerful in 1809. On the 12th 
of February in this year, and coinci- 
dentally on the same day, came into 
the world Charles Robert Darwin in 


reformatory, was always predominant. 
He was courageous in the conflict oi 
debate and audacious at a distance. No 
statesman ever more eagerly embarked 
in foreign affairs, none was ever more 
radical as it respected conditions in the 
east, but none was ever more prudent 
about disturbing British society with 
actual radicalism, except when British 
society had already reformed itself and 
only called for some one to deliver its 
purpose in words. 


It was in this frame that Gladstone 


in 1832 entered public life. He was sent 


the superior. The character of Disraeli 
was sprightly, versatile, penetrating as 
an electrical flash, fertile in resources, 
with a talent for combination and 
strategy which amounted to genius. In 
all of these respects he was a head 
above his rival, but the latter had more 
momentum, and in the long run he had 
the better of the battle. For a period 
of more than 20 years the two leaders 
were set against each other in the con- 
tention for the premiership of Great 
Britain. This position is, if we except 
the presidency of the United States, the 
greatest political prize in the world. 
For this Gladstone and Disraeli battled. 
Three times in the fight the latter was 
successful and four times the former. 
It was in the vicissitudes of this con- 
test, extending from about the middle 
of the century to 1876, that the political 
policy of Great Britain was chiefly 
shaped and determined. The influence 
of the one leader and then of the other 
was as potent as may well happen in 
the case of any personal agency in de- 
termining the 
course 
of 
historical 


events. 


It was in this contest that Gladstone 


rose to a stature which has given him 
a just pre-eminence in the history of 
his age. 
His first great reformatory 


measure was with respect to the suf- 
frage in Great Britain. In 1867 he es- 
poused the cause of suffrage reform. 
He took the ground that with respect 
to th<* suffrage England should be mod- 


went to the wall In 1874, and conserva- 
tism was again enthroned. 
It was at this juncture that the home 


rule agitation became active. The re- 
form which had begun in the way of 
rectifying ecclesiastical abuses and had 
proceeded to tho reform of the system 
of land ownership now cam* to the cru- 
cial test of reforming the political con- 
dition. Gladstone may be said to have 
consumed the last 29 years of his life 
in the attempt to reform the political 
estate of the Irish race. 


This was a work worthy of the high- 


est genius and the highest devotion. 
Gladstone's place in history ought to be 
determined by the valorous endeavor 
which he put forth to undo one of the 
vilest systems of political government 
which have existed in modern civiliza- 
tion. In this work he went forward 
from stage to stage of rational progress 
doing, as we believe, the best he could to 
give a just autonomy to Ireland. * He 
fought the battle heroically. He made 
the world ring with his eloquence and 
brought the world to his side of the con- 
tention. Gradually his conservative and 
Blow moving countrymen rallied to his 
banner. Their shoutings were heard as 
the voice of waters. It was in the Mid 
Lothian campaign of 1880 that Gladstone 
appeared in his most heroic aspect. He 
had been out of office since 1S74. His 
victory and the victory of his party in 
that year must be regarded as the cul- 
minating crisis of hi* political ascend- 
ency. He came through the contest tri- 
umphant. 
For the third time prime 


minister of Great Britain, he went into 
the house of commons as a conqueror. 
In that stormy arena he flung out the 
pennon of home rule for Ireland. The 
nations were in expectancy. The vipis- 
situdea of- the contest were many and 


relation with the British empire and 
with the world, but the house of lords, 
that dilapidated roost for the croaking 
birds of the middle ages, came to the 
rescue of the past, and the bill for the 
home rule of Ireland was negatived. 
Thus near the end of his career, in 1893, 
William E, Gladstone wa» obliged to 
give over the project of home rule and 
presently to retire from the arena In 
which he had so long'been the foremost 
actor. In doing no he shook his hand in 
defiance not only at the house of lords, 
but at that whole system of aristocratic 
organization and ancient privilege which 
is represented by that house and held 
as in a keep unto the Judgment of th.e 
last day. 
' 
For several years the world has await- 


ed the event. The veteran statesman, 
long past his eightieth year, has been 
seen and heard often in his private 
walks in the grounds of Hawarden. 
In this relation no character of modern 
times has held a, more enviable place. 
Here Gladstone enjoyed the-sunset days 
in, a serenity of mind and loftiness of 
purpose which ara rarely attained by 
the sons of men. 
We hear him speak at Intervals. We 


note his threatened blindness and re- 
joice at the result of the skillful surgery 
that gives him back his sight. We note 
with admiration the challenges which 
he sends forth at intervals to his coun- 
trymen. We hear him speaking for the 
Armenians. We applaud his denuncia- 
tions of the Turk. We note with pleas- 
ure the philanthropic expressions of the 
old hero in behalf of the downtrodden 
among all nations. We admire the vigor 
of his old age. We surround the wood- 
chopper, a group of boys and young 
men gathered from all nations, and 
shout as the bareheaded veteran swing* 
his ax. We read and republish his ex- 
quisite bit of little song addressed to his 
granddaughter. Dorothy Drew. We join 
a little space In the play with her kit- 
tens and spitz on the big rug, in the 
halls of Hawarden castle. 
We visit 


the old man's library. "We go with him 
to Holland to attend the opening of the 


We return and note with 


anxiety the lengthening shadows cast

THE STORY OF 


GLADSTONE'S LIFE. 


William Ewart Gladstone was born in 


Liverpool, England, on Dec. 29, 1809. 
He was spinning tops, at 5 years, when 
Bismarck was the new baby at Sc-hoen- 
hausen. He was learning Greek, at the 
age of 10, when Victoria put in an ap- 
pearance. He was arranging for his 
marriage when Grover Cleveland came 
to delight the hearts of his parents, and 
a chancellor of the exchequer when a 
boy was born in Germany who has 
since become Kaiser William. 


His father was Sir John Gladstone, a 


wealthy merchant, who relinquished a 
small business in Glasgow, about 1785. 
and removed to Liverpool, where he ac- 
quired a large fortune in the East India 
trade, bring created a baronet in 1846. 
This fourth son was sent to Eton, and 
while there gave promise of the splen- 
did brilliancy which marked his course 
at Oxford, from which he graduated at 
Christehurch in 1831 as double first 
class, the highest honor and one rarely 
attained. Then he became a fellow of 
All Souls'. 


After traveling-for a short period he 


entered parliament in December, 1832, 
as member for Newark, a nomination 
borough belonging to the Duke of Netv- 
castle, which he continued to represent 
till 1846. 
It is a mark of strong character when 


a man who finds he is headed in the 
wrong path turns completely around 
and leads in the other direction. Glad- 
•stone, when he was first elected to the 
house of commons, just after the pas- 
sage of the reform bill 'that made Eng- 
lish representative government, previ- 
ously a mockery, into something like 
a reality, was a Tory of the straightest, 
old fashioned sect. His maiden speech 
in the house was in the debate upon

America. and Abraham Lincoln in 


In this year also was born 


Alfred Tennyson, chief singer of ths 
Viotortan era, and Edgar A. Poe, the 
somber spirit of the west. In this year 
also came Mendelssohn the great and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, the chief wit of 
the new world. 


Central in this group of immortals 


was the son of Sir John Gladstone, 
born in Liverpool on December 29, 1809, 
to be educated at Elton, trained pri- 
vately for two years by Dr. Turner 
(afterward bishop of Calcutta) and fin- 
ished scholastically by the university

This sketch can Include no more than 


a shadowy outline of Gladstone's rise to 
political influence in Great Britain. He 
was strongly supported from the first. 
His large talents and sterling charac- 
ter furnished a basis -of merit too fre- 
quently wanting in the politicians or 
his times. Gladstone was always as- 
siduous in application to his studios 
and to his political duties. 
He 
rather silent in his ambitions, but he 
pressed forward, slowly, it is true, but 
surely, to eminence. In 1834 he was jun- 
ior lord of the treasury under Sir Rob- 1 
ert Peel; then, in September, 1841, he 
was vice president of the board of 
trade; then, in 1843, he was president 
of that body and had a seat in the cab- 
inet of Sir Robert. .Two years afterward 
he resigned from the ministry (mirabile 
dictu) on a question of conscience! In 
the same year, however, he became sec- 
retary of state for the colonies. Glad- 
stone belonged to the faction known as 
the Peelites, but he was not extreme, 
a/id it was easy to see that he would 
presently affiliate with one of the dom- 
inant parties In the state. He did not, 
therefore, make himself conspicuous as 
a member of the Adullamite faction. 
He gradually veered over, between 1846 
end 1852, to progressive and moderate- 
ly radical policies. By doing so he of- 
fended Oxford. Oxford renounced him, 
and he renounced Oxford in one of the 
most courageous passages of his life. 


Meanwhile, In 1S52, Gladstone became 


chancellor of the exchequer under the 
Earl of Aberdeen. In this office it de- 
volved upon him to manage the finances 
.ot the British empire during the Cri- 
mean war. Aberdeen, on account of In- 
efficiency,' was soon overthrown, but 
Gladstone was carried over to the cab- 
inet of Palmerston. This was in Febru- 
ary of 1855. Resigning from office, he 
was sent, in 1858, as a special commis- 
sioner to the Ionian islands. Returning 
in the following year, he became for the 
second time chancellor of the exchequer 
under Lord Palmerston and Earl Rus- 
sell. He now rose to the place of leader 
of the house of commons. But before 
this he had broken with Oxford. His 
liberal tendencies had gone so far that 
he could no longer wear with patience 
the cloak of the past. He threw off all 
the old traditions with considerable au- 
dacity and appealed to South Lanca- 
shire. He left the theologians and went 
to the merchants. He abandoned the 
philosophers and sought comfort with 
the manufacturers. Sir John Gladstone 
revived in his son. Re now became a 


ocratlc growing party of liberals in 
Great Britain. 


It waa in this relation that Gladstona 


was brought into contact and fierce 
antagonism with his brilliant rival, 
Benjamin Disraeli. The latter was four 
years Gladstone's senior. In learning 
and wit and adroitness he was greatly 


racy. 
the first office in -the kingdom, 
came prime minister for the first time 
in December of 1868. 
time that Disraeli, when about to fall 
and fall before the Gladstonian forces, 
performed his great coup, by which he 
wrested the laurels from his rival and 
became for a season himsqlf the leader 
o£ the party of reform. He even went 
beyond the Gladstonian proposals and 
brought the suffrage to so popular a 
stage as to render it virtually demo- 
cratic. 


In like manner the two men were 


pitted against each other on the great 
question of disestablishing the Irish 
church. 
That Institution had become 


the absurdist anachronism of the cen- 
tury- 
Nevertheless it was upheld by 


the Conservative party and was de- 
fended in both, fact and principle by the, 
ablest leaders of that party. 
himself a Hebrew by descant, a strong 
combination of Asian, mystery 
western science, led tho torces of Con- 
servatism in this conflict. 
Gladstone 


led the Liberals. 
He led them to vic- 


tory. He secured the overthrow of the 
Irish church. 
As prime minister he 


accomplished the great reform. He de» 
termined also in What manner the con- 
sequences of the reformatory legisla- 
tion should be controlled in the inter* 
ests of progress. 
In like manner h« 


went forward to prepare tha land act, 
having In view a revolution in the sys- 
tem of Irish land ownership. 
He be- 


came energetic and humane in his de- 
termination to relieve tha Irish peas- 
antry from the awful abuses to which 
they had been subjected from time im- 
memorial. 


In this work he was hampered by 


the conservative temper of tha British 
nation. 
It was one thing to knock 


down the effete ecclesiastical establish-

Then he gradually drifted 
into Liberalism, and; after' being for 
eome time more or less "a free lapce," 
he became a member of Lord Paltner- 
ston's cabinet in 1859. 


At the death of that statesman he 


succeeded him as leader of the Liberals 
in the house of commons, and- when his 
party regained office in 1868, after Dis- 
raeli's first government, Gladstone at- 
tained the premiership. He held it for 
six years, and again from 1880 to 1885, 
when he declared himself in favor oi 
the Irish demand for home rule, which

The result was the secession of 


a large body of his supporters and his 
defeat at the polls in 1886—a defeat 
which the dauntless veteran afterward 
retrieved. Gladstone perfectly recog- 
nized the fact that his mental aistory 
was one of development rather than 
one of consistency. "I was educated," 
he is reported as saying in conversa- 
tion, "to regard liberty as an evil. I 
have learned to regard it as a good.

"It is a violation of your trust, air," 


said the pedagogue, "and I'll hava to 
flog you." 


The boy replied, "Sir, if I had sought 


tha position of monitor this might be 
callad a violation of a trust, but since 
the position was thrust upon me I 
would most respectfully submit that I 
am Innocent." 


The old man—who was great on tech- 


nicalities—was so delighted with his pu- 
pil's ingenuity that the whipping did 
not take place. 


Mr. Gladstone In later life remarked 


that his reasoning was wrong, sinca 
sheriffs, jurymen and others have to 
discharge duties which are thrust upon 
them and which they would be glad to 
avoid. 
"My defense," he said, "was 


more culpable than my fault, but then, 
you know, I had really only forgotten 
to put down the boy's name, and also 
I had to avoid the flogrgftg which I saw 
clearly in my taskmaster's eye." 


During the Eton period It was cus- 


tomary on market days for some of the 
more fun loving students to rush 
through the town with sharp knives, 
cutting off the tails of tha young pigs 
and bearing them in triumph to their 
rooms. -Gladstone either mads a ha- 
rangue or wrote a sarcastic screed in 
The Miscellany about the brutality of 
this. 
Enemies rose up against him. 


One night he found three fresh pigtall«

:nside and out, a challenge calling upon 
the despoller of the pige "to come forthi 
and take a receipt for their offering, 
which I will sign in good round hand 
upon their faces." But Gladstone, Jr.. 
was regarded as a tough foe, and ths 
Itlnd invitation was naver ocknowl- 
edged or accepted. 


In 1850 he was traveling in southern' 


Europe, when he heard rumors of ih» 
despotism of King Ferdinand—Bomba— 
of Naples, who, without any form of" 
trial, had imprisoned in filthy dungeons 
over 20,000 persons accused of political 
offenses. At this time Mr. Gladston* 
had beep nearly 20 years in parliament, 
so that he had full understanding of tha 
responsibility of meddling in tha af- 
fairs of other countries. He went to 
Naples, made a personal investigation 
of the prisons • and found everything 
worse than had been tola about tha 
wretched despot. His "Letter to Lord 
Aberdeen" (1851) resulted in mild re- 
monstrances from that nobleman, but 
Lord Falmerston's sympathies 'werrf 
later enlisted by a pamphlet that clear- 
ly pictured the sufferings of the Neapol. 
Itans, and tha temjsest of indignation 
that followed these di-xslosures engulfed 
Bomba and ended his lUhgly days. 


As a Greek scholar '_>!>. Gladstone was 


not a Person or a Jebb, but he was cap- 
able of taking the same delight jn a 
new Greek play that he did in "Middle- 
march," "Robert Elsmere," or a drama 
by Daudet. He also considered "Esther 
Waters" vind "The Tear of Jubilees'* 
"strong and 'able works, which ought to 
live when many of their contemporaries 
are forgotten."

Good Americans long ago forgav« Bin*' 


for his enunciation of the rights ot th» 
"Confederacy," and even opponents «/ 
his "Irish home rule" coffpeded th» Jfe*. 
tegrity of his character and the purity 
of his motives. 


In 1838 he married Hiss Ma»ff*r«t 


Glynne, who wae then an beirma, 25 
years old. She tilded and liutaorad her 
husband from the first and made it a 
family rule that he should nivwr' ~bV.

ANECDOTES OF GLADSTONE.

One, for 
instance, was Bet apart Tor all letters 
relating to the church and to questions 
of preformant, four of the other nests 
were appropriated to special subjects, 
while the sixth was set aside ag a kind 
of general rukblsh heap into which all 
miscellaneous letters were summarily 
consigned.

plain food at plain hours, and she 
bought claret and flee when the rloe 
and wine hobby seized him. She cooked 
Englluh beef and omitted English plum 
pud<!<T>?, and In every way furnished a 
diet conducive to long Ufa. She -ate it 
herself and flourished upan it, and there 
was no healthier woman In Great Brit- 
ain. 


It was noted of the aged statesman 
that whenever he was likely to be ab- 
sent from home for any time, he liked 
to take his own books and writing ma- 
terials with him.
